Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR1. 17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 03-04- 
2005 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-12 and 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , there is no antecedent basis for "the 2 nd endolumenal device". 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the anterograde 
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sheath extending proximally over the balloon must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the specification does not provide antecedent basis for the 
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distal end of the device "laterally" overlapping the 1 st device or "anchoring means". The 
overlap would appear to be linearly or longitudinally, not laterally. 

Applicant appears to be invoking 112 6 th in claims 15 and 16; however, the 
specification fails to provide antecedent basis for exactly what structures constitute this 
means. 

Applicant is required to amend the specification to specifically point out what 
structure makes up this claimed means. See M.P.E.P 2181. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-13,15 and 21-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Goicoechea, et al. -5609627 in view of Fiedler-,5817101 and Lazarus- 
4787899 or Burton, et al.-5078720. 
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Goicoechea discloses the method as claimed including the placing of a 
bifurcated stent with a body and two stump portions and then subsequently introducing 
two leg portions overlapping the proximal ends of the stump portions. However, it is not 
disclosed that the leg portions are introduced sequentially from the proximal end to the 
distal end. Fiedler discloses stent introducers which can allow for the proximal end of 
the stent to be released first and then the distal end to be subsequently released. 
However, Fiedler does not disclose the anterograde sheath, shaft and tip. 

Lazarus and Burton both disclose anterograde sheaths attached to the distal tips 
of internal shafts running through the lumen of prostheses. 

It would have been obvious to have used a stent introducer device such as 
disclosed by Lazarus or Burton (or supplied Goicoechea with equivalent structure) 
because as Fiedler discloses in col. 5 lines 57-67 that such allows for precise placement 
of the proximal end of the stent to define the final implant location. 

To have provided the legs in more than one part would have been an obvious 
design choice as merely being an obvious duplication of known parts. 

To have provided additional implantation devices with the different leg or 
connector portions would have again been an obvious duplication of known parts. 

For claim 28, the inner sheath is element 6 which extends over the inner shaft 
and within the anterograde sheath and the prosthesis is held between the inner sheath 
6 and the anterograde sheath as shown in fig. 1 . 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
the prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest the method of claim 1 with an introducer 
having an anterograde sheath mounted over a device and attached to a distal tip of a 
shaft running through the lumen of the device and further including anchoring means, 
wherein the proximal end of the device is anchored prior to step b (3) and the proximal 
end of the device is released prior to or concurrently with step b(4).
